No. 23674 – IV -IIE -G - 102 / 2008 -H. - Government, after careful consideration ,have been 
pleased to decide that those Sanskrit Colleges of the State who have got Permanent 
Recognition from Government, permanent affiliation is to be issued to them by Shri Jagannath 
Sanskrit Viswavidyalaya , Puri along with the three Government Colleges like Government 
Sanskrit College , Baripada , B. B. Sanskrit College, Balangir & B.N. Sanskrit College , Tukuna, 
Keonjhar. 

2. Subject affiliation fees for Sanskrit Colleges are to be at par with Government 
Colleges of the State and the required funds willbe borne by theGovernment for these three 
Government Colleges . The development fee ofRs. 250 and other normal fee willbe collected 
from students of Sanskrit Colleges. The Registration fee of Rs. 40 will be collected from 
each student once at the time of admission in the College. 

3. The pledge money for all category of Sanskrit Colleges will be Rs. 25,000 . The 
colleges recognized before 2001 will have to deposit Rs.10,000 towards one time 
non -refundable academic fee. However, the colleges recognized after 2001 will have to deposit 

Rs.30,000 towards the same and the subjectwise affiliation fee of Rs.1,000 . The additional 
or further affiliation fee will be Rs.500 per subject. Each College has to pay one time non 
refundable processing fee of Rs.5,000 while applying for affiliation . The recognition fee for 
each studentwould be Rs. 10. The late fee would be Rs.2,000 .Without affiliation ofthe College , 
no student of the institute will be allowed to appear at the University Examination . 

4. In partialmodification of the earlier Government Notification No.8849, dated the 
20th March 2010 , the University will formulate the modalities of combination of optional subjects 
for Upasastri course in the Sanskrit Colleges . The Colleges having sanctioned strength of64 
seats are allowed with two optional subjects out of the eight optional subjects (Veda / 
Karmakanda/Nyaya /Vedanta/ Jyotishasastra/Dharmasastra /Puranaitihasa/Yoga ). If students 
strength increases to 128 , two more Saststriya optional subjects , i.e. four outof the eight are 
to be taken up . 
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5. Governing Body in respect of 32 notified aided Sanskrit Colleges is to be formed 
and the Sub -Collector/A.D.M . will act as the President of the College . The senior -most 
lecturer of the college shall work as Principal of the College . 

6. The photographs attached in the Admit Cards are to be incorporated in the certificate 
issued by the University to the students. As per notification of this Department,dated the 20th 
March 2010 , the examination for Upashastri and Shastri is to be conducted simultaneously 
with the +2 examination conducted by C.H.S.E., Orissa and Degree examinations conducted 
by the Universities . 

It shall come into force from the date of issue ofNotification .
